Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The invention of the claims is to a removable wall skirting system to provide a gap which allows access to the 
bottom of the wall frame for inspection and treatment through this gap and the provision of a bait container to 
treat or indicate the presence of termites or vermin, 

No individual citation or obvious combination of citations discloses a removable wall skirling to provide a gap 
suitable for inspection of the base of the wall frame and with the provision of a bait container to indicate or treat 
termite or other pest infestation.
